Plan-—Big Crowd Will Be on 

Hand~-The Constitution’s Po- 
sition Approved. 


The special committee of the house 
of representatives, which will cOnald- 
er the two bills calling for amen4d- 
mente of Atianta’s charter, will meet 
in the hall of representatives thie af- 


termoon at 4 o'clock. 

There has been introduced in the 
house a bill for a new charter of At- 
lanta, which has been approved by 
council, ang which must be before 
finally adepted, voted upon by the 
citizens of Atianta. This charter re- 
duces the members of the aldermank 
board from ten to five, the members 
of the aoity council from twenty to 
ten, and the members on all the de- 
partment boards from twelve to sev- 
en. It provides for the election of 
aldermen from aldermanic districts, 
and the election of five board mem- 
bers from five boar4 districts. The 
mayor and a member of council will 
be ex-officio board members. These 
are the main features of the revised 
charter and there are other details 
which provide for the transaction of 
the city’s business in a way which 
will eradicate the alleged “red tape” 
which hag been complained of. 

For a Commission Charter. 

Another bill which has been intro- 
4uced in the house calls for a com- 
mi form of government for At- 
lanta. to be ratified by a vote of the 
people. This charter provides for 
five commissioners and @ mayor, and 
does away with the aldermanic board, 
the oity oouncil and all department 
boards. It places the entire manage- 
‘ment of all city affaire in the hands 
ef the six commissioners, who will 
have power to appoint ali city offi- 
cials and make all laws governing the 
city. It also provides for what is 
known as the “initiative, the referen- 
dum and the recall,"" giving the people 
the right to Initiate the movement 
for new laws, the right to vote on 
measures When referred to them by 
the commissioners, and the power to 
recall any commissioner when 20 per 
cent of the regisiered voters. demand 
an election, and the commissioner re- 
called is defeated by a majority of all 
the votes cast. The charter goes into 
full details for the workings of all 
the city departments 

Both the charter for commiteston 
government and the one for a govern- 
ment under a revised charter have 
been published in full in The Consti- 
tution, ang in«other city papers, and 
all the voters in Atlanta have doubt- 
leas by this time become familiar with 
the two plans proposed. 

Oftizens Make an Appeal. 

Within the past week there have 
Come earnest appeals from numbers 
ef the leading citisens: of Atlanta for 
the adoption of a new charter contain- 
ing the best features of the two char- 
ters proposed and eliminating the ob- 
jectionable features in both oharters. 


The Constitution, tn order to settle the | 


whole question in a manner that would 
be to the best interests of Atlanta and 
at the same time prevent the discord 
and dissension which an election would 
be sure to bring about, proposed a 
plan by which a new charter could be 
secured which would be just what At- 
lanta wanted an4 needed, and which 
would bring together those who are 
for a oommission government and 
those who are opposed to it. The posi- 
tion taken by The Constitution has 
becn widely and strongly app d, 
and it is not at all improbable tha a 
house committee will look 2 mag 
feasibility of giving Atlanta a charter 
which will be satisfactory to both fac- 
tions.

LAURIER. FAVORS 
UENERAL TREATY 


Liberal Leader Fires. Opening 
Gun for Reciprocity, 


In Open Address Laurier De- 
clares There Is No Warrant 
for Claim That Reciprocity 
With United States Will Lead 
to Annexation. 


Ottawa, Ont, July 30.—The opening 
guns in the campaign which will de- 
termine the fate of the reciprocity 
pact between the United States and 
Canada were fired today by the liberal 
legfer, Sir Wilfrid Laurier. It was in 
the form of an open address to the 
Canadian people and in it is set forth 
very clearly the issues involved in the 
present campaign. 

The question at issue is not a new 
one, Sir Wilfrid asserts, reciprocal re- 
lations with the United States having 
been sought by both parties for over 
half a century. The present conserva- 
tive party, he weclared, i¢ seeking to 
reverse this life-long policy of tts lead- 
ers of the past. The enactment of the 
agreement, the premier predicts, would 
further improve the friendly relations 
existing between Great Britain, Oanada 
and the United States, and would be 
an important factor in bringing about 
a general treaty of arbitration. 

Sir Wilfrid then referred to the re- 
ciprocity agreement of 1854, entered 
into between Canada and the United 
States, which terminated in 1866. 

Statement by Laurier. 


“Ever since the termination of that 
treaty,’ said he, “all. public men of any 
prominence in Oanada, “whatever their 
differences on other questions, have 
been unanimous in the attempt to 
again secure the exchange of natural 
products, Nor is this to be wondered 
at, seeing that in the industries of! 
agriculture, fisheries, lumbering and, 
mining, Canada possesses advantages 
not enjofed by any other oountry on 
earth, and that upon the markets se- 


cured for the products of these in- 
dustries depends the growth of our 
manufacturing and commertial inter- 
ests and the prosperity of all classes | 
in the Dominion.” | 

Sir Wilfrid, after reviewing the nego- 
tiations which oeulminated recently in 
agreement for a freer exchange of 
commodities between Canada and the 
United States, said: 


“This agreement was strenuously se- 
sisted in the United States by various 
interests on the alleged ground that 
it was all to the advantage of Canada 


and to the detriment of the other coun- 


try, but the view that it was mutually 


advantageous to both countries finally 


prevailed in congress and the agree- 
ment stands today as an offer by the 
United States to Canada of that very 
measure of reciprocity which for more 
than forty years has engaged the earn- 
est and constant efforts of every lead- 
ing Canadian statesman. 
To Reverse Old Policies. 


“The present conservative party in 
parliament seeks absolutely to reverse 
the life-long policy of its great leaders 
of the past, declaring that it will op- 
pose to the bitter end the very princi- 
ples enunciated by both Sir John A. 
MacDonald and Sir John Thompson, in 
the last election addresses upon which 
each of these statesmen ever appealed 
to the Canadian people.” 

The speaker then referred to the at- 
tempted obstructive tactics of the con- 
servative party in the house of com- 
mons to prevent any vote being taken 
in parliament upon the agreement, and 
said: 

“Such pretenses are simply a clumsy 
attempt to give some color to unwar- 
ranted and undignified obstruction. To

MORGAN MUST C0 


UN WITNESS STAND 


And Tell Congress Probers of 
Tennessee Deal, 


Probers. Want to Hear From 
Morgan About the Southern 
Deal, and How He Was Mix- 
ed Up in It-Purchase of Ten- 
nessee Stock. 


New York, July 80.—It was made 
known here tonight at the headquar- 
ters of the house of representatives 
committee inquiring into the United 
States Steel corporation, that the com- 
mittee is now very desirous of hearing 
personally ftom J. Pierpont Morgan 
with regard to the absorption of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company by 
the steel corporation in 1907. That a 
subpoena will be issued within a few 
days for Charles M. Schwab, former 
president of the United States Steel 
corporation, also ‘was revealed. . Mr. 
Schwab has just returned from Eu- 
rope. 

Want to Hear Morgan. 

Since sO many important witnesses 
have defended Mr. Morgan for his part 
in the negotiations which led to the 
consummation of the Tennesse Coal and 
Iron acquirement by the steel corpora- 
tion, the desire of members of the com- 
mittee to hear Mr. Morgan has increas- 
ed. Lewis Cass Ledyard, attorney for 
Oliver Payne, who first urged that 
Mr. Morgan be called in to suggest the 
Tennessee purchase by the steel trust, 
strongly defended Mr. Morgan before 
the committee yesterday and denounc- 
ed intimations that a conspiracy ex- 
isted at that time. Mr. Ledyard also 
intimated in his testimony that an ef- 
fort was being made in the investiga- 
tion to manufacture political capital. 

“The best man to defend J. Pierpont 
Morgan for his part in the Tennesse 
Coal and Iron transaction,” said Chair- 
man Stanley today, “is Mr. Morgan 
himself. I sincerely hope Mr. Morgan’s 
engagements in Europe will not deter 
him from appearing before this com- 
mittee ere the investigation is con- 
cluded. Mr. Morgan’s own story of 
that transaction and the momentous 
events at the time of that financial 
panic and the effect of the steel stock 
transfer in the midst of it are certain 
to be of.great value.” 

Subpoena for Morgan. 

That the great New York financier 
will be subpoenaed to appear before 
the committae when he does retura 
there now seems little doubt. 

Mr. Schwab will be examfend parti- 
cularly about steel prices and the steel 
corpuration’s power in steadying the 
market and prices of steél products 
throughout the country. Mr. Schwab 
will be a willing witness, the members 
of the committee and representatives 
of the steel corporation say. 

Chairman Stanley made a flying trip 
to Washington last night, returning to 
New York today. While in Washing- 


‘ton he received reports from agents 


of the committee at work there on fea- 
tures of the invesfTigation not yet deve 
oped. He also learned of the resolu- 
tion introduced into the house by Rep- 
resentative Roberts, of Nevada, urging 


j} that a committee of inquiry into the 


house investigating committee be ap- 
pointed. On this the steel committee 
crairman would make no comment, ex- 
cept to eay that the constant work he 
is doing in attempting to probe the 
affairs of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration thorcughly, he would let 
stand for itself.

REMINISCENCES OF S. WARD DAY 
IN POLITICS AND IN BUSINESS 


Funeral Berviecs of Prominent Atianteni Recalls Old: Day 
of Police Board, When Captain Brotherton 
Was Leader in Its Affairs, 


By &. C. Bruffey. 


Few Atlantans were more wirely or 
favorably known than Ward Day, 
whose sudden end on Saturday came 
as a shock. Passing along the streets 
from his home to his place Qf busi- 
ness he was known by nearly every 
one he encountered, while he met very 
few he did not greet’ by name, for 
Ward Day haga an easy and happy 
faculty. of quickly remembering all 
with whom he came in contact. And 
it was that gift which made him for 
years one of the almost invincible 
quantHies in Atilanta’s political life, 
whether he was advocating his own 
preferment or that of a friend. To 
his political associates he was ever 4a 
close adherent and always a safe, sane 


and oonservative adviser. ; 
A resident of the Third ward from 


‘the day he bought his first home, 


and that was away back in the latter 
‘60's, Mr. Day became an early fac- 
tor in Atlanta’s political life. Not 
that he entered any of the contests 
of that early gate, but because he was 
ever seeking the advancement of the 
section of the city in which he Hved. 
It has been said of Ward Day that 
no candidate for. council or for aj- 
derman ever entered-a race from the 
Third ward without making it plain 
that he would care for the interest of 
that ward primarily in order to se- 
cure the support of Mr. Day, who 


was recognized ag a great factor in! 


every race. 


For years he was content to help 
make or defeat candidates not only 
from that ward but from other sec- 
tions of the city, but when the first 
prohibition campaign was launched in 
Atlanta Mr. Day came prominently be- 
fore the entire city as One of its mak- 
ers of history. He espoused the pro- 
hibition side in that memorable fight 
and aligning himeelf with Capt. W. H. 
Brotherton, always a power ‘in local 
politics, he worked 


when that cause won no man was more 
earnest in demanding a fair test of 
prohibition. 
Advocate of Peace. 
Later when the “wets” 


placate and satisfy that element which

In Mr. Day hig constituents found a 
hard working, industrious represen- 
tative, and during his two years he 
saw to it that the Third ward got its 
part of public improvements. So well 
did he suit the people of his ward 
that he was given a’second term and 
when that term ran out he was sent 
to the aldermanic board, where he 
watched the entire city’s interests just 
as carefully as he had looked after 


‘the wishes of his own ward wher in 


council, 


Long before Mr. Day came out for 
an office the police department of 
the city wag-one of hig fads. With 
Captain Brotherton he kept an eye 
ever on that department, and wae in- 
strumental in making and unmaking 
many members of the police force by 
the political power he exercised. 

At one time it was suggested by 
members of. the board of police com- 
missioners not In sympathy with the 
Brotherton-Day faction .that that de- 
partment be turned over bodily to 
thesse two politicians. In Captain 
Brotherton’s store on Whitehall street 
was a large easy chair in which the 
captain passed his idle hours. Almost 
directly across Whitehall street was 
Mr. Day’s place of business. 

It was a daily event for Mr. Day to 
drop in on Captain Brotherton, his lead- 
er and elose companion, for a confer- 
ence, and it was a picture still re- 
membered for the captain to confer 
with the lieutenant from his easy seat. 
Often a group of uniformed police- 
men could be seen upon the White- 
hall street sidewalk outside the store 
guessing what was being saiq as the 
two police architects builded and razed 
@ police force for the city of Atlanta. 


And when Mr. Day quit legislating 
for the city from his place in the gen- 
eral council he sought a chair in the 


board of police commissioners, and of|* 


course he won out. Several times he 
was returned to the police board by 
the general council, the membership 
of which he had helped to make. At 
one time he was elected chairman of 
the board Dy its members, and at an- 
Other time was chosen as its secre- 
tary. 

Up to the time he left the Third 
ward, only a few years ago, when he 
went to make his home with his son, 
Thomas J. Day, also at one time a 
member of the general council, Mr. 
Day maintz ned a strong hold in the 
political life of Atlanta. And of him 
it can truthfully be saig that never 
did he exercise hig political strength 
for anything but the good of the peo- 
ple of the city. After the death of 
his wife, Mr. Day withdrew volun- 
tarily from the game in which coun- 
ciimén, aldermen and policemen are 
madé. Always a hard fighter he was 
also a fair fighter and ever fought in

when the wool bill, emerging from 
conference with lower duties than the 
LaFollette final compromfge, goes to 
the white house for approval or veto 

A Remarkable Situation. 

It is the most remarkable situation 
with respect to tariff legislation that 
has arisen in a long period. Despite 
the apparently authoritative declara- 
tions that the president will refuse to 
Place his approval on the tariff bills, 
eome of the democrats, even Speaker 
Clark, still express the opinion that 
the president may yet approve revision 
legislation; The democratie leaders, 
encouraged by the effective results of 
thé cOMmbination of their party with the 
‘ingurgent republicans in the serfete, 
are bécoming more confident that the 
tariff schedules passed by the house, 
will go through the senate in some 


form.

Way the Matter Stands. 

The wool tariff revision will be in 
ccnferance early in the week. A com- 
promise measure on the basis of 30 per 
cent ad valorum on raw wool will be 
reported out probably. The combined 
democratic-ingurgent republican forces 
are confident it will run the gauntlet 
of both houses and be the first revision 
measure to go to the president as the 
test of his veto disposition. 

The “farmers’ free list bill” will be 
voted on Tuesday in the senate under 
agreement.

Cotton Tariff Bill. 

The cotton tariff bill will be passed 
by the house Thursday. If necessary, 
Democratic Leader Underwood will 
arbitrarily shut off debate on that day. 
Though by no means certain, the coali- 
tion senators and the house democrats 
are moderately hopeful that the bill 
will go through the senate, 

Some senators are insistent that 
hearings be held\on it before it is 
put to vote. The amendments that 
were at first ote oan. Po in connec- 
tion with the me those relating 
to sugar, steel, rubber, etc.—will be 
offered as riders to the cotton bill 
when it comes up in the senate.

Legislating on the banks is an im- 
portant and tedious matter, and Can- 
not be done -hutriedly. 

“We need a regular banking bureau, 
headed by an expert, with examiners 
and other assistance necessary to 
exercise the most careful supervision. 

“It will entail no expense on the 
taxpayers, and will be a safeguard to 
everyone who deposits money in the 
banks. The banks are willing to bear 
the expense of running such a depart- 
ment as we need, and it should be es- 
tablished. 

“The present banking bureau con- 
ducted in connection with the treas- 
ury department does exceptional work, 
considering the limitations under 
which it operates, but. it has not 
enough examiners, and it cannot pay 
those it had adequate salaries. Be- 
sides, it has not sufficient authority.” 

“A small legislative committee, with 
authority to meet mn vacation any- 
where in the state, could conduct hear- 
ings, get and assort the views of bank- 
ers in all sections, review the laws of 
other states, and present “a bill next

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One of the most pleasing exteriors 
in Atlanta is that presented by the new 
Elks’ home on East Ellis, near Court- 
land. The results which the architect, 
J. R. MacEachron, and the members of 
the building committee have attained 
here may be taken as typical of the 
entire building, which, when it is fin- 
ished, will undoubtedly be one of the 
most beautiful and complete structures 
of its kind in the country. 

Setting off the red brick facing of 
the building is a pleasing decorative 
scheme of yellow terra cotta. This 
material is used to form ae wide, 
sweeping arch over the entrance and 
for the trimmings. Grotesque  fig- 
ures placed at the cornices and at 
various other points add a light touch 
which prevents the building from hav- 
ing too severe an appearance. 

An attractive feature of the home is 
the large lodge room on the top floor, 
where the. meetings of the body will 
be held, and vArious entertainments 
given. The plastering of this room 
has been finished and it only needs the 
decorations and other finishing touches 
to make it complete. 

The room is 52 feet by 70 feet, and 
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will seat an audience of 800 people. 
At one end is the stage, 30 by 15 feet, 
built principally as a presiding place 
for the grand exalted ruler, but also 
admirably adapted for private theat- 
ricals or other exhibitions. Dressing 
rooms are provided at either end of.the 
stage-with an additional entrance from 
the floor below. 

Running around the three other sides 
of the room is a raised dais, 
which will be placed 300 stationary 
chairs, while the floor is capable of 
holding 500 movable chairs. 

On the wall facing the stage three 
arches have been made which will 
hold memorial windows. The names 
of departed brothers will be inscribed 
thereon and an electrical device will 
be installed whereby these names may 
be flashed out on appropriate occa- 
sions. 

The ceiling ts a beautiful arrange- 
ment of plaster paneling. It is illu- 
minated with thirteen lights, emblem- 
atic of the thirteen original states of 
the union.

When the railroads of thie west are not only stirfing themselves 
and using every possible dewice to attract such immigration, but 
are coming into the south in the effort to take substantial citizens 
away from the land upon whose production the southern roads 
depend in large measure for: their traffic, the obligation upon the 
southern roads is by so much the more increased to make every 
effort to counteract this drain upon their resources—the resources 
of the south—and to place at least two good producers where. one 
has been taken away.

Replying to 
the statement in a Boston paper to 
the effeet.that there was much discus- 
sion in New Yerk as to whether Gov- 
ernor Hill «should resign as governor 
and assume his duties as a United 
States senator after March.4, the Her- 
ald said:

Gen- 
eral Jones ought to be governor after 
the .fourth .of March, and he -will-be if 
Mr. Hill has any respect fer public 
opinion of himself.” 

On another occasion The Herald said 
with reference ‘to the retention of ‘the 
governorship: “The general good ‘sense 
ef the .people is opposed to guch a 
course.”’ 

Hills friends defended his :stamd «by 
declaring that hts prestdentia! ambi- 
tions were not back of it, because 
these he could further as a senator 
just as well.as he could #8 a governor. 
To the point raised that Hill would 
be holding two offices at one ‘time 
they replied, that this would not be 
true, for Hill intended to return to 
the United States treasury his un- 
earned .salary. 

It was not prominently objected 
that Hill’s primary obligations, under 
the cireumstences were to his :state 
and not to the federal government, 
and that therefore the mere return 
of the salary would not com 
the state for its loss of one-ha!f of 
his state’s representation, though this 
on the face of things, would seem the 
most important consideration. it its 
probable that the New York repwbli- 
cans, barely ess than a majority in 


the state, were contented .enough to 
see their state represented solely by: a 
republican in the senate, and that the 
democrats ~would -not raise ‘further 
than neeessary the, ethical -censidera- 
tions. It is a matter of record that 
Hill never drew’ the unearned. salary. 

Though -Mr. La ‘FoHette served :as 
governor of Wisconsin for nine months 
after he had become qualified to enter 
the genate, he was absent: from a can- 
Sressional session but a few weeks. 
This was in December of 1905, at the 
beginning of the fifty-eighth congress. 
Governor La FoHette was elected Jan- 
uary 25, of the same year, for the 
term beginning March 4, but did not 
enter the senate until January 5, 1906. 
The circumstances were such that he 
could continue to serve as «governor 
without seriously affecting ‘his state's 
representation tm the United States 
senate. He had instituted refomms in 
Wisconsin which kis «continuance in 
office as chief executive ofthe state 
seemed likely to»sustain,.and the addi- 
tional nine months’: service ias govern- 
Or more: than balanced the month when 
active service in cnogress was refused 
by him. Like Hill, ha Follette refused 
to accept the back*salary, or to draw 
ahy money from the federal treasury, 
until he had entered the senate at 
the end of his term as governor. 

Senator Gronna, of North :Dakota, 
whose succession to Senator Purcell 
was referred to by Gevernor Bmith, 
delayed ‘for several weeks presenting 
his credentials. 

‘Gronna was elected .early Jast Jan- 

Mary to fill the wnexpired term which 
‘Senator Purcell was occupying by ap- 
pointment. He delayed because when 
elected senhater he represented North 
Dakota as. one of her two representa- 
tives-at-large, amd had he vacated the 
office it would have remained unfilled 
until .March 4, ~when the term of his 
successor @S ‘representative *began. 
Purcell remained in the senate until 
Gronrma was ready to exchange offices, 
and North Dakota was thus at no 
time without -her “full -representation. 
No salary difficulties, presented them- 
selves ‘in this case, though .the spec- 
tacie was,presented of a republican re- 
fusing for two months to replace a 
}demecrat. The :tinusual political con- 
duct is explaingbie, perhaps, by the 
fact that Gronna ‘is an insurgent, as 
well as by his solicitude for a full 
etate representation. 

It is improbable that either Hill or 
Ja Wollette .considered .himself.a loser 
financially by detaying his -entratice 
into the senate. Hill lest nime months 
of time at $416.66 per month, a total 
of $3/750. His salary-as governor, how- 
ever, more than made up for this 
less.

Dr. White Tells What Legis- 


eontinue throughout the Georgia and 
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PUT ON CHURCH 


lature Cannot Do, 


“The School, the Church and 
the Home Are the Main Di- 
rect Factors of Moral Im- 
provements”—-The Preachers 
Must Act. | 


Dr. John E. White addressed a sec- 
ond sermon Sunday night to the mem- 
bers of the Georgia legislature on 
“What the Legislature Cannot Do.” 

“With every meeting of the legisla- 
ture of Georgia, there are lively antic- 
ipations of what the legislature will 
do to improve the morals and elevate 
the character of the people,” he said. 

“Are we careful to realize, when it 
has come-and gone, that at its best 
there are some things the legislature 
could not do? In democracies; sqcial 
action is constantly stimulated by in- 
dividual initiative to attempt the 
righting of all wrongs and the cure 
of all ills by laws on the statute 
books. - The temptation is to regard re- 
form legislation as the reality of re- 
form, and ‘to forget that the best of 
laws are only the beginning of real re- 
form in human society. 

“The law will always have its good 
work to do, but the deep essential 
things of humanity lie beyond its 
range. In its very nature it must 
work upon the outside of things. It 
cannot reach the heart of evil, nor 
command the heart of good. 

“It was a great day, therefore, in 
the progress of the world when Chris- 
tianity brought its conception to bear 
on human society, teaching that its 
salvation is not to be worked out from 
without, but from within. 

What the Legislature Can Do. 

“But the law can do something. The 
legislature is not a neglible factor in 
public moral improvement. In the first 
place, the machinery of government 
touching society at so many points is 
influentially related to the thought 
and feeling as well as the habits of 
the people. It is wholly the creature 
of law. The administrative functions 
of state, county and city operate in 
manifold detail according to regula- 
tions and provisions of law. Effi- 
ciently administered in good govern- 
ment they exert an immense moral 
suasion. 

“From the justice of the peace to the 
supreme court, and from constable to 
governor, the institutions of the state, 
when maintained in dignity and effi- 
ciency, react immediately upon the 
public mind, and contribute a sobering 
and elevating influence to the people. 
It is the task, then, of the legislature 
to be constantly tightening the belt of 
Georgia’s civilization through amend- 
ments made in the machinery of gov- 
ernment. 

“But even more directly the legisla- 
ture Gan make laws governing con- 
duct, which wlll bear on character for 
its improvement. The Pauline phrase 
holds true. The law is a public school 
teacher. It educates the public mind. 
The fact ef a given law constantly 
pressed through a long period in con- 
straint of individual action will train 
the people as a whole to think its 
thought and take their mental and 
moral attitudes according to its 
mould. 

“The fact that such laws meet with 
resistance, constitutes one of the main 
reasons for their enactment and main- 
tenance. The trouble we have in 
Georgia with ‘blind tigers,’ in the 
truth of things, is a trouble with peo- 
ple who have the ‘blind tiger’ spirit 
toward law in general. The discovery 
of a ‘blind tiger’ uncovers more than 
a few gallons of liquor; it uncovers a 
bad citizen. It brings to light a man 
the estate needs to know -about. It 
exposes the gangrenous spot in the 
body politic.. If intelligent anti-pro- 
hibitionists will let this unanswerable 
truth overcome their prejudice in fa- 
vor of their patriotism, they will never 
allow themselves, as many of them are 
now doing, to be ranged in sympathy 
with the criminal classes in Georgia, 
Which are encouraged by the moral 
support they are getting at their 
hands. For it is the genius of patri- 
otism that the good citigen solemnly 
engages to abide the law, whether he 
favored its enactment or not. 

“In judging our prohibition law, the 
testimony of those who violate it must 
be reckoned incompetent and thrown 
out of court. Nor must it be judged 
wholly in the light of its present ef- 
ficiency. We should look beyond our 
little day. Another generation is com- 
ing on, and by reason of the legal out- 
lawry of tne liquor traffic will not 
have in its thought our lingering len- 
lency toward whisky-drinking, as the 
excusable weakness of a southern gen- 
tleman. Whisky will be neither s0 
oo or se decent in the social cir- 

What the Legisiature Cannot Do. 

“But the legislature cannot bear the 
whole responsibility, or even the main 
responsibility for our civilization. The 
disorders of society spring out of 
sources beyond its reach. The school, 
the church and the home are the main 
direct factors of moral improvement. 
The reforming spirit too often gets 
lazy when the legislature has ad- 
journed. If the preachers and the 
teacherg would drive against evils vig- 
orously all the year round, the ad- 
vancement of moral citizenship would 
be very much more effectively secured 
than by reliance upon legislatures. 

The preachers and the teachers of 
the state do not realize the vast power 
of their relation to society, nor, their 
responsibility for its vigorous exercise. 
We are prone to transfer the blame of 
bad conditions to other shoulders. We 
absolve ourselves from our share of 
guilt in public evils. 

“If Georgia is winning the horri- 
ble distinction of being next to Texas, 
the most lawless state in the union, 
the fault lies beyond the reach of the 
legislature. Day by day and Sewbath 
by .Sabbath, the teachers and the 
preachers are at the place where they 
can lay transforming hands upon the 
weak public comscience. Day by day 
and Sabbath by Sabbath they let the 
opportunity slip though their fingers. 
It is not enough to pass annual reso- 
lutions in conventions. If I were a 
member of the Georgia legislature, I 
would yote for a resolution citing the 
fact that the biame of conditions 
should be fairly laid, first upon an in- 
sufficient public conscience, and then 
upon the ministers and teachers of re- 
ligion and morality, who alone have 
the direct access to the consciences 
of the people. 

“Here, then, is @ great field of op- 
portunity and need, for the direct ap- 
plication of Christianity to the life of 
our people. Men may cavil here and 
there about the activity of the church 
in matters of the public welfare, but at 
heart they know that religion is a 
failure, if it doé@s not address itself to 
these matters. If the church was 
réally active in this field, it would be 
much more respected as a power for 
geod. Nothi can be clearer ‘in the 
vision of the future than that here in 
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throughout the south the

Demands on State for $1,250,- 
000, Just $250,000 on Hand, 


Estimate Is Made on Authority 
of Representative McElreath, 
Chairman of Committee on 
Appropriations-—-A Deficit of 
$200,000 for the Yeax. 


Additional or special appropriations, 
amounting to morethan $1,250,000, have 
been agked of the present legislature 
for 1912. To meet these requests the 
assembly will have about $250,000. 
Therefore about 20 per cent of the ap- 
peals that have been made will be 
granted. 

The above estimate is made on the 
authority of Representative Walter 
McElreath, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee of the house, :

The present legislature will 
less real “spending money,” or “loose 
change,” than anyone of recent years, 
and there is apt to we much wailing 
and gnashing of teeth among those in- 
stitutions needing and seeking more 
revenues when the appropriation bill, 
which will be completed in the next 
few days, is submitted to the houge. 

Increase in the appropriation for 
pensions, including $40,000 desired to 
complete payments on this year’s roll, 
would take up nearly all the financial 
leeway enjoyed by the house in dis- 
tributing funds of 1912. The univer- 
sity and its branches have asked for 
more than the quarter of a million 
which approximately will comprise the 
total disbursements over fixed appor- 
tionments. 

The appropriations committee has 
given no indication as to the policy it 
will pursue in disposing of the re- 
sources on hand. -No doubt the state 
institutions will receive their regular 
maintenance appropriations, with nor- 
mal additions. Some will get special 
sums to be used for purposes that 
represent crying demands, But it is 
unlikely that any will receive all they 
have asked for, and some may get 
no part of the increases they desire. 

Seek to Increase Revenue. 

The ways and means committee is 
making an effort to find some way 
for adding to the revenues of the state 
over the normal increases that may be 
expected under the existing law, which 
was made permanent by the last legis- 
lature. Only two measures calculated 
to get material results have been ¢on- 
sidered so far. One is to increase the 
etate near beer license tax to $500, and 
the other is to put a special tax on 
automobiles. 

Chairman Ashley, of ways and 
means, favors some kind of auto tax, 
though he is not much inclined to one 
that is gauged by the horse-pow@r of 
machines, He thinks that a more rea- 
sonable measure than any yet framed 
might be adopted, and $100,000 or more 
secured in that way, without imposing 
undue hardships on automobile own- 
ers. It is not improbable that his com- 
mittee will recommend such a Dill. 

In view of the fact that municipal- 
ities are taxing near beer saloons 
heavily, any increase in the state tax 
is likely to be fought. However, if 
Chairman Ashley’s * proposal goes 
through, the returns from that source 
will be run up to something like a. 
half millfon dollars. They are about 
one-half of that much now, and aggre- 
gate practically as much as was ob- 
tained from the old liquor saloon tax 
that existed prior to prohibition. 

The ways and means committee is 
considering some other bills making 
advances in special taxes, but the in- 
crease in revenue obtained therefrom 
will not be great. 

It is probable that the appropriations 
committee will take care of many re- 
quests for revenue by appropriating 
the amounts desired from the funds ot 
1913. This will give the next session 
a chance to make readjustments in 
ease the fiscal arrangement does not 
work out as desired. 

But for next year there won't be 
much doing in the way of increases in 
old or the making of new appropria- 
tions from the state treasury.

- PASSING SHOW IN REVIEW 


It ia passing strange that Atlanta, 
which has taken forward steps in al- 
most every direction, has no art in- 
stitute or art community at all worthy 
of. the name. 

Visitors to the city from the north 
and west invariably ask to be shown 
the sights of the city. Being a hos- 
pitable, if rather busy, people, we show 
them our obvious and eminently util- 
itarian skyscrapers; the battlefields 
made famous by the civil war; Grant 
park, with its naturally beautiful 
scenery; the er—er-—er—by the way, 
what do we show them next? Oh, yes, 
the really attractive residences out 
Peachtree road, the federal prison, the 
Tech, the cemetery, and then we must 
confess that we have about come to 
the end of our resources. 

More than one visitor has comment- 
ed on the fact that there is no museum 
where art treasures and historical ob- 
jects are to be seen. 

In this respect Atlanta is woefully 
deficient. True, we are a new com- 

unity, and have had to “hustle” from 

orning until night to make Atlanta 
the re city she is; but this 
is no excus 
cities, particularly of the west, have 
appreciated the importance of foster- 
ing the arts, and have made liberal 
appropriations for buildings and col- 
lections. The result is they enjoy an- 
nual exhibitions of the best there is 
in the art of this country and Europe 
at absolutely no cost to the individual. 
The effect of these exhibitions in 
forming a cultivated taste cannot be 
estimated. 

There are at the present time forty- 
three art institutions in the United 
States. Such new cities as Seattle, 
Wash.; Portland, Ore.; Dallas, Texas, 
and Richmond, Ind., have permanent 
institutions. Several of these cities 
have enjoyed what is known as ° 
“rotary” collections, which are made 
up of the best pictures and pieces of 
sculpture from an annual collection in 
one of the large eastern cities. Think 
what it would mean to Atlanta if every 
year such artists as Abbey, Alexander, 
Daniel C. French, Macmonnies and oth- 
ers sent the best specimens of their 
work to this city! 

Atlanta is rapidly developing 4 
musical taste among the masses which 
bids fatr to place her in the forefront 
with such cities as Boston, Cincinnati 
and Milwaukee. Her men and women 
are well read. Why is it, then, that, 
with all the wealth we have in our 
midst, so little attention is paid to 
pictorial and plastic art? 

The men will doubtless answer that 
they have “been too busy” and will 
point to the city’s advance in archi- 
tecture as sufficient for the present. 
There is no gainsaying the fact that 
Atlanta has made wonderful strides 
architecturally. But this is not enough. 

Atlanta women must take hold of 
this subject or the city will remain in 
her present backward position for 
some years to come. With the enthu- 
siasm and-energy they characterist- 
ically display they will have little or 
no trouble in interesting the architects 
of the city, who have long seen the 
need of some art life center, but have 
lacked encouragement. Working hand 
in hand, Atlanta will soon take her 
place among her sister cities.

RECIPES FOR 
SUMMER. 


Marshmallow Cream Dessert—One 
heaping tablespoonful of powdered gel- 
atine, 1 cupful of boiling water, whites 
of 4 eggs, 1 cupful of sugar, a few 
chopped nuts, a few drops of red col- 
oring, a ‘little melteg ch colate, whip- 
ped cream. Dissolve tlj Mwelatine in 
the boiling water. Beat into it slow- 
ly the stiffly beaten whites of the 

gs and the sugar. Beat all to- 
gether for half-an hour. Flavor to 
taste. Divide into four parts, adding 
to one a few chopped nuts, to another 
a few drops of red coloring, to the 
third some melted’ cnocolate, and to 
the last a very small portion of yolk 
of egg, just enough to color. Pour 
into a wet mould in alternate layers. 
Turn out and serve with whipped 
cream. 


An Excelignt Dessert.—One pint of 
cream, white of 1 egg, sugar to-taste, 
1-2 cupfyl, of ground walnuts, 12 figs, 
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6 dates. Beat up the cream until stiff 
with the white of the egg, which adds 
to the stiffness and bulk. Sweeten the 
cream to taste, add to ground walnuts, 
the figs and the dates cut into small 
pieces. Mix carefully and put into a 
wet mould; cover tightly and pack in 
ice and salt. Allow it to remain so 
for four hours. This quantity will 
serve eight persons. 

Prune Souffle Pudding.—Fourteen 
large prunes, whites of 6 eggs, 1 cup- 
ful of sugar, 1-4 cupful of chopped 
walnuts. After the prunes have been 
boiled until soft remove the stones and 
chop . fine. Beat the whites of the 
eggs until*very light; ‘teat in the 
sugar gradudélly, then add the prunes 
and nuts and furn into a buttered bak- 
ing dish. Bake in a slow oven for 
thirty minutes. It must be served as 
soon as cooked, cs the pudding will 
fall. It is delicious with cream. 


Fruit Taptoca.—One cupful of pearl . 
tapioca, straineq juice of 1 lemon, 
Strained juice of 11-2 oranges, 1-2 can 
of sliced pineapple, shredded, with its 
juice, 11-4 cupfuls of sugar, 1 cup- 
ful of water, whites of 2 eggs. Soak 
the tapioca over night in cold. water. 
In ‘the morning drain off the water 
and place the tapioca in a double boail- 
er with all the other ingredients ex- 
cept the whites of the eggs. Cook. 
until. clear. More than 1 cupful of 
water may be found necessary. When 
done pour into a large dish, then fold 
the whites of the eggs, stiffly, beaten, 
into the hot tapioca. Serve cold with 
or without cream.

AUGUST REPORT. 
ON COTTON CROP 


New Orleans, July 30.—The first part 
of this week in the cotton market will 
be devoted principally to an attempt 
to discount the August report on ‘the 
condition of the crop by the govern- 
ment, unless European politics take a 
turn for the worse 

The condition report will be issued 
Wednesday, and Monday and Tuesday 
the trade will listen to the views of a 
jJarge number of private crop reporte 
ing bureaus, which may have consider- 
able effect on the general opinion. As 
the market closed last week the trade 
looked for about 89 ‘per cent of the 
normal, as compared with ~-88.2 las¢ 
month. 

This increase of .8 of a point was 
probably fully discounted in the de- 
clines of last week, and it will take a 
percentage. of between 89 and 90 to 
put the market lower. Anything under 
39 will undoubtedly cause a rise, as 
disappointed shorts will immediately 
buy covers. <A large short interest 
will be carried over the bureau report. 
Politics In Europe. 


| The European political situation 
may dominate the cotton market this 
Week, in spite of the importance of 
the bureau report, but it will take 
new developments of a most import- 
ant character to give the situation 
across the water this supreme influ- 
ence. The clearing up of the dispute 
between France and Gerfnany might 
have a favorable effect on prices tem- 
porarily but, with sentiment as bear- 
ish as it now is, any such bulge would 
simply ‘be seized upon by the bears as 
a@ more favorable selling basis, and 
would result in the putting out of 
fresh short lines. An unfavorable 
turn in the dispute would immediately 
cause renewed talk of high ocean 
freight rates for cotton and unfavor- 
able comment regarding trade the 
world over, and would result in high- 
handed selling which would probably

‘As long as the crop does half way 
well bears will be able to claim the 
advantage from this direction, but it 
seems impossible that a crop scare will 
not develop sooner or later. This, to- 
gether with the short interest, gives 
the bull side hope for another inning. 

The movement of new cotton should 
be watched, as it promises to become 
a real factor in the situation before 
long.

WAT N WILT. 

W. 3. McGlawn, Haneceville, Ala,— 
My watermelon vines begin to fire 
next to the root about the time they 
begin to put on fruit ard extend on 
out on the vine as they get older. I 
have been using ashes mixed with a 
little coal of] to keep off bugs. I 
sprinkle it on around the root. Do 
you suppose that would cause them to 
fire? gmwenerally fertilize with cow- 
pen manure and 12-2-2 guano. Thank- 
ing you for the past information that 
I have derived from your good .work 
as head of this department. 

Answer—It is quite possible that 
the kerosene oil caused the firing of 
your watermelon vines if too strong. 
But there is a fungous disease known 
as melon wilt that often proves very 
injurious to melon vines. The remedy 
for this blight is to spray with Bor- 
deaux mixture (4-6-5650) every week 
until the blooms appear. For lice, the 
safest and best treatment is to spray 
them with soapsuds made by dissolv- 
ing 1 pound of whale oil soap in 4 
gailons of water. Two sprayings five 
days apart should be sufficient. Or 
ty may spray with tobacco tea made 
y letting 1 pound of tobacco leaves 
or stems steep over night in 3 gallons 
of boiling water. 


CUTTING AND SHOCKING THE CORN 
N. E. Marsmburn, Stone Mountain, 
Ga., July 26.—I see that you do not 
advocate the pulling of fodder. Neither 
do I. But I do not know how to do 
otherwise. I will appreciate it very 
much if you will tell me how, and in 
what stage to cut the corn down. I 
will follow as closely as possible your 
instructions, and report to you my 
success.

LICE ON MELON VINES. 

H. P., Terrell, Texas.—As I fully be- 
lieve that you cowld do me a great 
favor, I am now going to ask you. 
will say in advance if you wish pay 
for what I want I am willing to y 
you for it. Now, what I want is this: 
A remedy that will surely kill lice or 
bugs on watermelon vines and will not 
hurt the vines. I have been a sub-

for some twenty-five vears. Thanking 
you in advance for any favor. 

Answer—tThe following are the ordi- 
nary, or usual, insecticides for de- 
stroying lice or other insects that only 
suck the jukes from the stems and 
leaves of plants, either of which 
should he sprayed or sprinkled on the 
fclisge so as to reach the insects: 

1. Put 1 pound of tobacco stems, or 
cured tobacco, in 3 gallons of boiling 
water and let it stand overnight. 

2 Make a soupsuds by dissolving 1 
pound of whale oil soap in 4 gallons 
of water. <Any strong potash soap 
would do, such as home-made lye 
soap; but care is necessary to prevent 
having it teo strong. To do this make 
jt strong as 1 pound to 3 galions of 
water, and when cool try it.on a por- 
tion of a vine. If too strong reduce 
with water until it is of such strength 
as will not harm the toiliage. 

. The ordinary kerosene emulsion 
of the right -trength is very effective, 
but most likely to injure the vines if 
too strong.

“That was a good article in The 
Gonstitution on Brooks county the 
other @ay,” said Z. I. Fitzpatrick, one 
of the leading citizens of Morgan 
county, a few days ago. “But,” he 
continued, “it would take a book to 
detail the many excellencies of that 
remarkably progressive county. 

“T own about 445 acres of land down 
there that has shown a wonderful in- 
crease in value.

Mr. Fitzpatrick is a scholar of rare 
attainments, a man of wide and varied 
intelligence and extensive reading. He 
is also a man of excellent business 
ability and has had-extended experi- 
<ehee in agricultural affairs. Next year 
is the county of Morgan’s time to send 
a state senator, and Mr. Fitzpatrick’s 
hest of friends in the district of which 
Morgan forms a very important part, 
will support him for the position. By 
reason of his strong mental equipment, 
observation and expertence, he would 
make a valuable legislator. 

Seme Features of Morgan. 

Knowing that the county of Morgan, 
long noted for the wealth, intelligence 
and culture of its citizenship, had made 
remarkable strides of late years, I 
asked Mr. Fitzpatrick for a few salient 
points of interest. 

The time-honored city of Madison 
now has about 2,500 people. In the 
matter of appointments it is a modern 
city, the lighting, telephone system, 
‘streets, sidewalks, public buildings, 
etce., being strictly up-to-date.

A Lasting Road System. 

A great feature of Morgan is the 
public roads, many of which are far 
better than the streets in some Amer- 
ican cities. 1 

Indeed, so attractively and substan- 
tially have these roads been construct- 
ed many parts of the county look more 
like a continuous city than country, 
with electric lighting, extensive tele- 
phone connection, waterworks, hand- 
some yards and flower gardens and 
residences distinguished by rare good 
taste and great architectural excel- 
lence, 

This nonparie] road system is being 
steadily extended, There are upward 
of sixty convicts constantly at work. 
The rule is to make these roads 30 
feet wide and perfectly level. In many 
Instances in grading hills are cut 
through, and where this is not prac- 
ticable the roads are built around these 
eminences. 

Great in Cotton. 

Morgan has long been famous as 
one of Georgia’s largest cotton coun- 
ties—but Mr, Fitzpatrick told me ‘a 
wonderful fact in this connection not 
generally known. 

There are 336 square miles in Mor- 
gan county, and a population of about 
16,000, Of this about 6,009 are white 
and about 10,000 colored. Several 
years ago Morgan raised 82,000 bales 
of cotton—that is to say she raised 
two bales to each inhabitant What 
do you think of that? 

1,000 Per Oent. 

Speaking of the enhancement in land 
Values, about fifteen years ago Mr. 
Fitzpatrick bought 100 acres of Mor- 
gan county land at $10 an acre. It is 
now worth $100 an acre—a i,000 per 
cent gain; and that is not all, for Mor- 
gan county values are always on the 
ascending scale. It should have been 
stated that steel bridges span the 
streams of Mergan. She wisely recog- 
nizes the fact that all public impreve- 
ments should be built for the future.

Samuel Ward Day (he was always 
known in Atlanta as Ward Day), wasa 
native of New England. He was born 
in Cambridge, Mass., February 1, 1842. 
and with his father, David H. Day, 
came to East Tennessee when he Was 
‘eight years of age. He was one of 
two sons, the other two being George 
M. Day, wtio was for forty years con- 
nectea with The Chattanooga Times, 
ang EB. F. Day, who died in Atlanta 
several years ago. 

When the war between the states 
began Ward Day was # his twenty- 
first year, ang was among the first 
of his section to tender his service. 
A medical examination by the army 
surgeons developed that Mr. Day had 
a chronic heart trouble, and he was 
refused an enlistment. Thoroughly 
imbued with the southern cause, Ward 
Day tendered his services for detail 
work of any kind thet might be need- 
ed. and was assigned to the hospital 
conps and until the close of the war 
he was hard at work, time age" yr 

in in the thickest 0 
ene Sache of his detail to field 
hospitals. 

With the coming 
Ward Day left his childhood home in 
Tennessee and with his father and 
mother and brothers and one sister, 
afterwara Mrs. W. lL. Jones, of Atlanta, 
ang his wife, she was Miss Sarah A. 
Byrd, came to Atlanta. 

The regeneration of the city had not 
even begun when he arrived, so it 
was that Ward Day had a hand in 
the rebuilding of the city and in that 
work he continued up to the very day 
of his death, for only a day or two 
ago he gave consideration to an im- 
provement of, some of his property in 
the city. Desirable positions in At- 
lanta were at premium when Mg. Day 
reached here, but being of an in- 
austrious qisposition he accepted ‘the 
first thing he gould get, and for a 
long time drove a baker’s wagon for 
H. Karwisch, one of <Atlanta’s lead- 
ing bakers in those days. The wagon 
Mr. Day drove did not even have @ 
top but he stuck to-his dollay a day 
job until he could do better. 

And in doing better Mr. Day secured 
the tip which made him Atlanta's 
first ice, fish and game dealer, From 
the open bake wagon Mr. Day went 
as a clerk to she Pease, restaurant 
on Alabama stréet, where Durand is 
now located. 

‘In those days Pease’s restaurant was 
known throughout the south, and was 
accredited as the best place in the 
city. He remained there until he had 
acquiged enough money to open busi- 
ness for himself.

Behind the restaurant counter he 
had heard demands for ice and fish 
by Atlantans for their table at home 
and these demands induced Mr. Day to 
think an ice and fish depot in At- 
lanta ought to prove a winner, At 
that time artificial ice was not being 
made in the state, and Mr. Day risked 
the chance of bringing from Boston 
and other eastern markets on boats 
to Savannah, and from Savannah to 
Atlanta by rail. Of course he did not 
receive as much ice as he had or- 
dered, but he found the trade brisk 
enough to keep at it until an arti- 
ficial ice factory was established in 
Alabama street, where 
fire headquarters are now located. 

Along with the ice supply Mr. Day 
handled fish and fresh game, ang from 
the latter *60’s when he established 
his pla¢e of business in the old James 
on Whitehall street at the 
railroad, he there continued up to the 
time when that building was torn 
down to make room for the’ viaduct. 

Foreed out of the basement in which 
he had been doing business for more 
than a quarter of a century, Mr. Day 
moved to Whitehall street, where, with 
his son, Albert L. Day, he continued 
in the same line, the junior Day, how- 
ever, having taken active charge of 
the business recently because of the 
advanced age Af his father. ee 

Of an economic and husbanding dis- 
position Mr. .Day made it a rule to 
conserve his earnings until he had ac- 
quired enough to invest in Atlanta real 
estate. He had always great faith ‘n 
Atlanta’s growth, and once he ac- 
quifed aipiece of real estate he made 
it a rule to hold to it.. So it is that 
Mr. Day died possessed of-property he 
bought shortly after he came to At- 
lanta. Hig first real estate acquisl- 
tion in Atlanta was a smali lot on old 
Gullatt street, now Oakland avenue— 
132. There he builded him his first 
home, and when he moveg in it was 
neither plastered nor painted. There 
he lived’ all his life up to a few years 
ago, when after the death of his wife, 
he went to live with his son, Thomas 
J. Day, at 151 East Third street 


Several years ago David H. Day, 
Ward Day's father, was killed on the 
railroad tracks near Forsyth street. 
In attempting to escape an advancing 
train he stepped toward a platform 
in the rear of the Adair building and 
was crushed to death. The senior Day 
was in his 75th year when he was 
killed. Mrs. Day, Ward Day’s mother, 
died a few years ago at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. W. L. Jones, wife 
of ‘the detective, known as Swamp 
Fox, at the advanced age of 92 years. 

Mr. Day is survived by two son8, 
Thomag J. Day and Albert L. Day, and 
several nephews and nieces, sons and 
daughters, of his two brothers and 
one sister. One nephew, John A. Day, 
son of E. F. Day, lives in West End, 
while Mrs. Graham and Mrs. Turner, of 
Atlanta, daughters of Mrs. Jones, are 
among his — nieces. His brother. 
George M. Day, of Chattanooga, lieft 
several children, but as they all re- 
side in Chattanooga, they are not 
known in Atlanta. Mr. Day was a 
Mazon and qes a member of Atlanta 
lodge. Though in the war from start 
to ‘finish, he never attached himself 
to any of the veteran camps in At- 
lanta. He was a member of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, and from . that 
house of worship his funeral took 
place Sunday afternoon, the Kev.

producer of the free American market. 


Pact Opens New Avenues of Trade. 
‘In this condition of things, it thas 


seemed more in accordance with the 
dignity of parliament, with the tradi- 
tions of those British institutions 
which all true Canadians value so 
highly and which the present opposi- 
tion degrade with such a light heart; 
with the best interests of the country, 
as a whole, to remit the issue to the 
people themselves, so that the people 
May judge between the government 
and the opposition and declar@ wheth- 
er they have changed their ggind or 
whether they still arg in favor of reci- 
procity. in natural products, and 
whether they will or will not have the 
American market for the promising 
crop soon’to be garnered in Canada. 

“This agreement, by opening new 
avenues of trade hitherto closed, 
would further improve the friendly re- 
lations which now so happily exist be- 
tweem this country and the mother 
country on the one hand, and the 
American republic on the other, and 
which it is hoped may at no distant 
day eventuate into a general treaty 
of arbitration, the effect of wh'ch 
would be to remove forever all possi- 
bilities of war between the great em- 
pire of which we are proud to form 
a part and the great nation which we 
are proud to have as a neighbor.’ 

The. address declares there is no 
warrant for the claim that reciprocity 
will lead to annexation, and _ states 
that Canada will continue the policy of 
British preference, 

Opposition Leader’s views, 

B. L. Borden, opposition leader, in a 
statement issued tonight, declares that 
the government apparently “decided 
upon the dissolution of parliament in 
a hurry or even in a panic, as. they 


gave no intimation to the many mem- 
bers who are accustomed to spend the 
week-end with their famliles and who 
left Friday without the courtesy of a 


notice.” "4 

“The conservative party welcomes an 
appeal upon reciprocity,’ Mr. Borden 
asserts. “The president of the United 
States has more than once emphasized 
the fact that Canada is today at the 
parting of the ways. These two ways 
lead in very divergent directions. The 
‘choice of the people will be fraught 
with momentous consequences to the 
future destiny of the country. It is 
right and just that they should speak 
because with them rests the ultimate 
decision.” 

Mr. Borden condemns the govern- 
ment for having dissolved parilament 
without supply for the services of the 
country, and without hastening the 
census s0 that pariiiamentary constit- 
uencies could be re-distributed and the 
west given its proper representatino. 


Canada’s Progress. 


“Canada has made unexampled prog- 
ress in the great work of nation bui!d- 
ing since confederation in 1867," Mr. 
Borden continues, “that work has been 
carried on without any such treaty or 
agreement as is now proposed.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Borden declares 
that the government has placed the 
agreement before its own honor, ag it 
began in May an investigation into 
newspaper reports that Minister of In- 
terior Oliver had profited in the trans- 
fer of lands to the Canadian Northern 
railway, and important witnesses from 
the west were to have been examined 
on Tuesday. 

“It is a distinct breach of constitu- 
tional usage,” says Mr. Borden, “that 
parliament should be dissolved while 
one of\its committees is engaged in the 
investigation of charges which involve 
the honor of a minister of the crown 
and the fate of the government. Such 
a course constitutes an alarming and 
dangerous precedent.”
